It's a phrase you take for granted in the movies, read in your favorite crime stories 
without raising an eyebrow, and listen to daily on radio and TV] But this time when you 
hear the phrase, your scalp tingles with fear, and your palms are suddenly icy, and your 
knees feei like rubber! Why? Because this time somebody says it to you! 

"You're under arrest ! " 

Chances are the rubbery knees are just a nervous reaction. You know you're not a crimi- 
nal, or a murderer! Probably you've broken some minor law you didn't even know about 
— and you've been caught! 

There isn't a state in theunion without a list of trivial, outdated laws that wouldmake 
most of us grin in 1954. But if you break any of them, you may be liable to arrest. So be 

Erepared ~ and know what to do about it! Although a man can be arrested in his own 
erne town as well as anywhere else, arrests for minor crimes frequently take place out- 
side one's own vicinity — which means it's doubly important to know what todo in 
case of arrest! Laws dealing with traffic, vagrancy, disorderly conduct, peddling, or just 
plain parking your car, may differ considerably from one county to thenext. 

The first thing, of course, is a little preventive medicine. Many an enraged police 
officer has been lulled into a change of heart, by a polite, respectful explanation from 
his victim. It is often possible to turn a pending arrest into a summons or a ticket — 
providing you don't lose your head, or your temper! 

.Take the two gals who were working their way to California, where their soldier hus- 
bands were stationed. The back of their jalopy held assorted household notions —bobby 
pins, pot holders, and the like. By peddling these wares from town to town, they kept 
themselves in food and gas. But a local town ordinance against peddling, caught up with 
them in a mid-western community. They were picked up by two cops in a cruising car. 
One girl very sensibly explained their situation, and had just about talked their way out 
of arrest, when the other girl panicked and bolted. The cop who caught her found himself 
with an armful of frenzied, clawing female and yanked her off to jail — where the hot- 
head found out the meaning of the words "the cooler"! 

So remember — do not antagonize the police officer who threatens you with possible 
arrest! 

If, despite everything, you are arrested, try to remember that you are entitled to certain 
basic rights. 

1. The right to know the exact charge (such as disorderly conduct, traffic violation, 
etc.) and not the mere fact that you have violated Ordinance A or Z. 

2. The right to know theamount of bail required to give you temporary freedom -- 
except in serious offenses, where bail is set by the court. 

As to bail: unless yeu walk around with a pocketful of big bills, proof of ownership of 
bonds or real estate for security, it will be necessary to arrange bail with a professional 
bondsman. If this can be handled by a responsible person outside (preferably an attorney), 
you are more likely to get a square deal on bail fees. However, you may be forced to 
apply for bail while behind bars. There are usually any number of obliging station-house 
cops who will recommend a bondsman — but be prepared to pay overcharges in this 
case. Your bondsman's receipts will show payment of no more than the legal rateto 
which he is entitled — usually something like five per cent of the bail. But here's the 
catch ... the overcharge! It's demanded secretly out of your own pocket, and in your 



position you simply have to pay it, without argument! Frequently by contacting a lawyer 
at once, the lawyer's fee will be covered by the amount he saves you in this type of 
"bail blackmail |" 

Personal property of the widest possible variety, has been used as security for bail 
— so if you're stuck for cash at that time, think over your personal possessions and 
you may come up with something valuable! Silverware, jewelry, your car, your home, 
furnishings — these will be the first things that occur to you. But what about that 
stamp collection of yours that's been gathering dust in the attic for a couple of years? 
Stamp collections have been accepted as bail security, along with other such oddities 
as a vial of fabulously expensive perfume, a collection of priceless antique fans, and 
even a private library of be-bop recordings! Take the fisherman on a whaling ship, 
arrested for drinking a bit too heavily in celebration of a catch of ambergris — — the most 
expensive ingredient in perfume-making, derived from the sperm whale! To bail himself 
out, and continue the celebration, he used his share inthe ambergris proceeds as security! 

You and I, of course, would be more likely to offer our TV sets under the same circum- 
stances! 

3. You have the right to communicate with en interested party. A police station will 
usually grant either a free local call, or a collect long-distance call if you are 
away from home. 

4. You may refuse to make any statement without advise of q lawyer of your own 
choosing. 

It is important that you pick your own lawyer, even if you have to do an eeny-meeny 
miny-mo with the classified book! A lawyer recommended by a bondsman or jail guard, 
usually comes at a high price, and often splits your fees with those who procure you Of 
a client. It's cheaper and safer — get your own lawyer! 

Remember that if the police start to question you, you need answer nothing but routine 
questions regarding name, age, etc., until your lawyer appears. 

Minor crimes Usually come up before a judge who will either dismiss the charge or 
pass sentence within twenty-four hours of your arrest. In this case, you may wish to 
forego bail, handle the matter without a lawyer, and hope for the best. But for more 
serious offenses, it is absolutely necessary to call on an attorney. If you cannot afford 
a lawyer, inquire about the local legal aid societies, or the nearest office of the Bar 
Association, for help. 

5. You have the right to plead, "Not Guilty!" 

By no means fall for the line that may be handed to you by the arresting officer (or one 
of his buddies) about pleading guilty and "saving yourself trouble". If it is a first 
offense, it js true that you might get a suspended sentence. But you may also be finger- 
printed, and certainly your name will go down on the record with a conviction beside it. 
Later in your life, you may bitterly regret such a record. 

Remember that arrest is something that can happen to any oneof us at any time. It is 
something that most people escape by slim margins more times than they realize — 
when they are ignorant or careless about local laws, and just don't happen to be caught 
breaking them! 

If you are caught — keep cool! Remember your rights, and ask for them calmly! 
chances are it won't be long before you're a free man again -- and a more careful 
one — - never again to hear thoses dreaded words: "YOU! ••• You're under arrest!"
